Results are a ranking of the sum of the ranking in each grade level WKCE 
in the subjects of reading and math for each district. The grades used for 
this score are 3""^, 4^^, 5^^, 6^^, 7^^, 8^^, and 10^^. 

Some districts in southeastern Wisconsin serve K-12 and others serve only 
high school students or K-8. For comparison purposes, high school districts 
and their K-8 feeder districts have been combined into one union district. 
Some K-8 districts send their students to more than one high school. In 
these cases, the K-8 districts were placed in union districts with only their 
primary high school districts.
